I agree that it is altogether 
easier nnd more desirable that the work 
suv happily begun and so successfully pro- 
secuted heretofore, shall be cuntinued 
aid ended under the nuspieies of the Na- 
tional Union party and of the President 
and Congress as the representatives of 
that party. I agree, therefore, it would 
be a ead misfurtune if the divergence be- 
tween the President and Congress should 
work the decline and duwnfall of the 
National Union party. Both President 
und Congress might well expect to be 
equally, involved in the calamity which 
should dismiss the Union party from na- 
tional councils, and see with mortifiea- 
tion the great a to whieh 

at case proved iteelf 
unequal to the dutivs, which must then be 
assumed and discharged by some new 
aud yet undeveloped political organiza- 
tion; but the President and Cougress, 
statesinan snd parties are of no avail 
when weighed against national life.— 
What then dos the nation need: It 
needa recuustruction and just now needs 
nothing more. Let the reconstruction 
be mud first rather than Congress or 
in any of the constituency, and it will 
follow iu the other place. The country 
exhibits, at. this moment, this extraordin- 
ary and ae phenomena of States, 
not only kindred but allied, yet hostile 
lo each other. For such a condition mu- 
tunl reconciliatien is the only practical 
remedy. What hindera the application 
of that remedy in legislative councils? 
The President's is abselately 
taken, woll defided and universally un- 
derstood, we cannot aceept lees than this, 
we cannot require more, because, even 
if more were desirable, yet, that more is 
debntable, and must be the study and 
work not of ourselves at this particular 
peril, but of ourselves and our succese- 
ors hereafter.
